GWU TEAM TO STUDY RURAL WOMEN'S GROUPS 
IN DEVELOPING NATIONS 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--The Agency for International Development (AID) 
has awarded a six-month contract, totaling $25,000, to The George 
Washington University, to conduct a study of women’s groups among the 
rural poor in developing nations. The study will be conducted by 
Marion Ruth Misch and Dr. Joseph Margolin of the Educational Policy 
Group of GWU’s Program of Policy Studies in Science and Technology. 

The study will be conducted in selected Latin American, Asian, 
and African countries to be designated shortly. 

The study will assess the potential of rural women's groups to 
function as active change agents in programs designed to improve the 
quality of life of the rural poor. Particular attention will be paid 
to informal women's groups, and their potential contributions to 
organized programs in education, community development, family planning, 
nutrition, public health, and other areas. 

Miss Misch noted, "We are planning to interview members of both 
formal and informal women's groups in the rural areas we select. In 
the course of the study, we will consider such factors as the origin, 
goals, function, and structure of each individual group, sources of 
financial support, activities, and the nature of the community served.

We will also examine how these groups are regarded by both other 
women and men in the rural community, as well as by regional and 
national government officials. We can then ascertain which of these 
groups have been effective or ineffective in dealing with the specific 
problems of their individual communities, and why." 

The GWU study is one of the first to be funded by AID in keeping 
with the recent Percy Amendment, sponsored in Congress by Sen. Charles 
Percy (R-Ill.). The amendment stipulates that women-oriented programs 
be included in future AID-funded projects in developing nations. 

The Educational Policy Group at GWU is centrally concerned with 
policy and program development research in the areas of motivation 
studies, education, psychology, public health, and behavioral aspects 
of transportation and communications. In recent years. Miss Misch and 
Dr. Margolin have conducted field research in family planning and 
allied health care areas in Colombia, El Salvador, Indonesia, and the 
Republic of Zaire, as well as numerous studies and other research 
projects in education, technology, and communications in the U.S, They 
co-authored Computers in the Classroom: An Interdisciplinary View of 
Trends and Alternatives in 1970 and a five-volume report outlining 
strategies for using mass communications media in technologically 
developing nations.in 1973.

NOTED PATHOLOGIST TO QUESTION WARREN COMMISSION 
FINDINGS IN LECTURE AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--Have all the questions been answered about the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy? On the eleventh anniversary 
of the event, Friday, November 22, Dr. Cyril H. Wecht, Allegheny County 
coroner, Pittsburgh, Pa., and director of the Institute of Forensic 
Sciences of the Duquesne University School of Law, will speak on "The 
JFK Assassination" at The George Washington University at 4:30 p.m. 

The lecture will be held in Room 319 of Corcoran Hall, GWU, 725 21st 
Street, N.W. Admission is free, and open to the public. 

Dr. Wecht will supplement his address with slides and will show 
the famous "Zapruder Film," the only existing live film of the JFK 
assassination. 

Since 1966 Dr. Wecht has conducted extensive research into the 
death of President Kennedy, the autopsy that followed, and the 
subsequent report on the assassination by the Warren Commission. Wecht 
contends that his research has revealed that the autopsy of the 
President yielded both incomplete and inaccurate evidence. He also 
questions the scientific evidence cited by the Warren Commission, 
and disputes the Commission's "single bullet" theory that was detailed 
in the final report. After many fruitless attempts to gain access 
to scientific evidence and other materials used by the Commission, 

Dr. Wecht stated in a recent Modern Medicine article, "I am forced 
to conclude that the Justice Department is covering up the Commission's 
failure to solve the case. "

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A former president of both the American Academy of Forensic 
Sciences and the American College of Legal Medicine, Dr.Wecht is 
director of the Pittsburgh Institute of Legal Medicine. He is 
clinical associate professor of pathology at the University of 
Pittsburgh Schools of Medicine and Dental Medicine and research 
professor of law at the Duquesne University School of Law. A 
member of the International Academy of Legal Medicine and Social 
Medicine, he has authored more than 100 articles on legal medicine, 
pathology, the forensic sciences and other related fields for 
professional journals. 

Dr. Wecht's lecture is the second in a series of lectures 
sponsored this year by GWU's Department of Forensic Sciences. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Gerson Eisenberg of Baltimore (Pikesville) right, talk with 
Donald C. Kline, curator of art at the Dimock Gallery of The George Washington 
University at the opening of "Alumni Collections”, a showing of paintings and 
graphics from the private collections of GW alumni. Three of Mr. and Mrs. 
Eisenberg f s art works, "Raport," "Musician,” and "Twilight at Dinner Key,” 
all by Reyna Youngerman, are included in the exhibition. The gallery is located 
off the lower lounge of Lisner Auditorium, GWU, 21st and H Streets, N. W., 
Washington D. C. The current exhibition will run through Tuesday, November 26.

JUSTICE:'THE THEME OF A NEW GWU RELIGIOUS JOURNAL 


WASHINGTON, D.C.--Watergate and the dramatic court proceedings 
and decisions it produced provide a sharp focal point for former 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur J. Goldberg's article, "Judicial 
Review and the Cult of the Robe," which appears in The Journal 
of Religious Concern published by The George Washington University's 
Board of Chaplains. 

Referring to the Court's power of judicial review of Executive 
and Legislative actions as evidenced by United States v. Nix on 
(the Supreme Court decision that ordered former President Nixon 
to turn over subpoenaed White House tapes to Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski ), Justice Goldberg outlines clearly what he considers to 
be the judiciary's role and its limitations in our constitutional 
government. "The Court is the final arbiter of the law," he says; 

"it is not the repository of the power to resolve all of the many 
other grave problems confronting us. Belief in judicial review does 
not compel adherence to the cult of the robe." 

"A nation rightly euphoric about the Court's courageous exercise 
of power in United States v. Nixon," Justice Goldberg continues.

"needs to be reminded of its limitations. This in no way denigrates 
the role of the Court. Rather it eiuphasiz.es ,the duty of the Executive 
and Legislative branches of the government to act with equal courage 
and responsibility to cure the nation's economic and foreign policy 
ills." And in conclusion he says, "In United States v. Nixon the 
court without extraneous considerations, did its duty. Now, it is the 
time for the President and Congress without regard to political 
consequences or special interests, to do theirs." 

"In Search" is the title and justice is the theme of this second 
annual issue of the Journal of Religious Concern sponsored by the 
13-member Board of Chaplains with contributions by members of the 
University community as well as Justice Goldberg. 

The f : Journal' s six articles examine justice from as many different 
points of view. "Justice is not simply a legal goal of a society," 
the Journal's introduction states, "but rather a deep and personal 
moral imperative which affects all institutions. Our purpose is to 
raise some of the basic issues in terms of justice." 

In other articles. Rabbi Aaron Seidman, GWU associate professorial 
lecturer in Hebrew and director of the University's B'nai Brith 
Hillel Foundation, traces the complexities of justice through the 
ancient texts of Jewish lore; John Wintermyer, chaplain at GW's 
Newman Foundation, writes on "Education for Justice: A Challenge to 
Our, SocietyProfessor Sonya Quitslund in "The Blindfolded Woman: A 
Case for Feminine Justice," argues that justice demands that women 
be granted the right to full participation in society; Professor 
Robert Jones discusses "The Prophets of Israel and Social Justice;" 
and Allanah Cleary, a chaplain at the Newman Foundation, writes on

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"Contemplative Prayer and the Quest for Justice."
